DETROIT, March 13.—(#)—The 
directors of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce announced to- 
night that they had recommended to 
the members that the average weekly 
hours of productive workers be cut 
from 40 to 36, and that compensating 


wage increases over rates prevailing 
February, 1934, be made effective on 
or before March 31, 1934. 

A few hours before the statement 
wus released, the Ford Motor Cowm- 
pany had annonnced that the $5 a 
day minimum wage would be restored 
at once to all workers. Ford is not 
a member of the NACC. 

The announcement was made to- 
night on the eve of the meeting in 
Washington of the national labor 
beard with automobile manufacturers 
and employes to settle labor disputes 
in the Michigan automobile industry. 

The statement of the difectors of 
the NACC issued here said that the 
members of the industry, “intending 
to keep the law, do not intend to 
submit to being coerced extra-legal- 


When the national labor board 
meets in Washington on Wednesday 
to hear from the workers and the 
manufacturers in the Fisher Body 
Co., and the Buick Motor Car Co., of 
Flint, Mich.. and the Hudson Motor 
Car Co., of Detroit, the employes will 
ask for a 20 per cent increase ia 
wages over present base rates and « 
weekly work schedule not to exceed 
40 hours, 

If the recommendation of the dt- 
rectors of the NACC is accepted by 
all the members, it will affect more 
than 183,000 workers in the indus- 
try. That figure, the directors said, 
represented the pay roll as of Feb- 
ruary 15, 1934, a figure which, they 
said, has been materially increased 
since then, The amount of money 
accruing to the workers through the 
proposed increase, and whether the 
increase would be a restoration of 
previous cuts was not announced. 

In restoring the five-dollar-a-day 
minimum wage with which Ford 
startled industry in 1914, Ford said:

Dollfuss and. Goemboes in 
Rome for Talk on Polli- 
tics, Economics. 


ROME, March 13.—(#)—A firm 
handshake from Premier Mussolini 
and congratulations on the way the 
recent Austrian civil war was put 
down greeted Chancellor Engelbert 
Dollfuss, of Austria, tonight when he 
arrived for an important three-pre- 
mier conference on Danubian eco- 


nomics and politics. 

Smiling broadly, I1 Duce took the 
little chancellor in charge as he did 
with Premier Julius Goemboes, of 
Hungary, last night. Mussolini es- 


corted Dollfuss personally to the Aus- 
trian legation. ‘ 

A crowd outside the railroad sta- 
tion cheered enthusiastically as the 
two leaders emerged. Goemboes could 
not be present to greet his colleague 
because of other engagements. 

On the way to the legation the Ital- 
ian premier had his first opportunity 
since the Austrian turmoil last month 
to express personally his satisfaction 
with Dollfuss’ course of action. It 
was believed this topic monopolized 
their brief conversation. 

Talks Begin Today. 

The talks of the three leaders, from 
which decisions vitally affecting the 
future of central Europe are expected, 
will begin tomorrow. 

Mussolini and Goemboes conferred 
at length in the former's office in the 
Palazzo Venezia today. Well-inform- 
ed circles said the Hungarian premier 
hoped to sell Italy between 12,000,000 
and 20,000,000 bushels of wheat: on 
a trip last year he disposed of 5,000,- 
000 bushels. 

After a 40-minute talk with Pope 
Pius, in which the two discussed the 
church situation in Hungary, Pre- 
mier Goemboes repaired to the Hunga- 
rian legation for a dinner in his honor. 
Many notables attended the function. 
including Archduke Joseph Francis, of 
Hapsbureg. 

Italy To Use More Wheat. 

It was estimated that Italy will be 
able. because of a short crop this year, 
to absorb more wheat from abroad. 
The government was represented as 
being interested in the Hungarian 
project particularly in view of the 
opinion that a purchase of Hungarian 
wheat would aid the economic situa- 
tion in that nation and that politi- 
cal health will follow economic reha- 
bilitation. 

The conferences will continue 
through Thursday and will be devoted 
primarily to the economic angles of 
the troubled Danubian situation. 

Confidence was expressed by a fas- 
cist spokesman that some sort of 
agreement to relieve financial stress 
in Austria and Hungary will develop 
from the talks. 

In its larger aspect this point was 
considered as an important prelude 
to effecting political peace in central 
Europe. 

While Austrian and Hungarian in- 
dependence and Italy’s collaboration to 
this end in view of the “abundant 
proof of hostile inactivity by other 
countries” were officially said to be 
the basic principles of the parley, it 
was believed the conferences would 
be of a broader scope and would aim 
at such objects as a series of bilateral 
trade accords. 

Premier Mussolini has watched— 
and had a hand in—developments and 
affairs involving the Danubian states 
for many menths. 

Discussions of the delicate Austro- 
German situation last year between 
Premier Dollfuss and Premier Musso- 
lini were called the first step in the 
latter’s attempts to solve the Balkan 
problem. 

Il Duce’s Program. 

Italian newspapers at that time 
said Il Duce’s program included three 
stens: 

To better the commercial relations 
between Austria and Hungary: 

To create new economic relations 
hetween these two countries and the 
little entente—Czechoslovakia, Ru- 
mania and Yugoslavia:

The meeting of the home guards- 
men was originally scheduled for 
March 17 when, it was unofficially 
reported, the leaders would formulate 
a demand that all armed forces, in- 
cluding the army, be placed under 
Emil Fey, vice chancellor, minister 
of security, and heimwehr chieftain. 

The sudden appointment of Prince 
Schoeberg-Hartenstein as minister of 
defense during the time Dollfuss ig in 
Rome conferring with Premier Mus- 
solini and Premier Goemboes, of Hun- 
gary, however, introduced a new ele- 
ment into the situation and the con- 
ference date was moved up. 

It was not certain tonight whether 
the demand would still be made, but 
Major Fey’s newspaper, in announc- 
ing the “reorganization of the exist- 
ing system in the provinces” as well 
as “all other urgent political ques- 
tions.” 

Observers emphasized that Dollfuss 
will be busy in Rome tomorrow and 
recalled the chancellor's visit several 
weeks ago to Budapest, during whieh 
time Fey started an_ anti-socialist 
drive that resulted in ciyj] war.

State Proposals Presented. 


Each state group present pro- 
posals for the new plan as it affected 
its individual state. Further meetings 
will be held in each state at once at 
the suggestion of the national admin- 
istrator. Then the gerferal program 
will be put into practice in as wide 
an area as possible. 

Small industries, Hopkins said, will 
be started in rural areas, providing 
part-time work. 

“First,” the speaker said, “he must 
have a small tract of land—deceut 
land; then he must have a house, a 
decent house in which to live. After 
that has been done the government 
can lend him a mule, a cow, a hog, 
chickens and, if necessary, provide 
him some groceries until he becomes 
self-sustaining. 

“We are going to quit giving relief 
per se in all rural America. We must 
make the people now on relief rolls 
self-sustaining. 

“It is absurd to think of 600,000 
families in the country being on relief 
rolls. We are now taking care of 10 
per cent of all farm families in Amer- 
I 


ca. 

“The next few years will see a great 
decentralization of industry with more 
and more plants being located in rural 
communities, 

“The problem of aiding the farmer 
is one of the greatest because he has 
always thought of the money he re- 
ceived as coming from the soil and it 
has been hard for him to adjust him- 
self to any other condition.” 

Tells of Vacation. 

At the start of his address, Admin- 
istrator Hopkins explained he had 
been on vacation at places “where I 
had no business—Miami and Palm 
Beach.” 

In this connection, he added, among 
some people who are disgruntled about 
tLis relief busiuess are those folks 
“down there who swim all day and 
make me have a good time and thén 
after champagne which costs more 
than a week's wages at 30 cents an 
hour they begin arguing with me 
about the wages we pay on the CWA. 
L had a good time, though.” 

As to securing the land for the desti 
tute, Hopkins said that was a simple 
matter, adding that governmental 
agencies have it or it is publicly own- 
ed and can be obtained by the govern- 
ment, 

“An obvious connotation,” said the 
administrator, “is that it is a long 
time program, not of this week, or this 
month, or this summer. f we even 
get started this year getting them used 
to working on their own piece of land, 
or if we can get it under way with 
the kind of supervision we need—that 
will be remarkable.” 

All Races to Benefit. 

The national rural _ rehabilitation 
program for putting farmers ou a 
self-sustaining basis will be carried 
out with cqual rights for all races, 
Administrator Hopkins said Tuesday. 

He assured questioners that no dis- 
crimination would be shown in ex- 
ecuting the plan. 

Of the important personages at- 
tending the relief conference here o 
state administrators, government of- 
ficials and agricultural experts, was 
Forreste: B. Washington, negro di- 
rector of the national negro division 
of the federal emergency relief ad- 
ministration. 

Washington said that “out of the 
total negro population of nearly 15,- 
000,000 people I should estimate that 
30 per cent of the negroes of the 
United States are on the relief rolls. 

“This figure is much higher in pro- 
portion to population than for the 
white people.” 

Washington said he hoped to be 
able to work the negro into the pro- 
posed rural rehabilitation program as 
outlined by Hopkins and see that he 
got his proportional share of the re- 


lief. 
Many Negroes Need Aid. 

“There are many negroes,” he add- 
ed, “now in dire need of help. These 
are negroes on the farm in addition 
to those in cities, and it is my job 
to see that these families are given a 
subsistence so that in time they may 
also become self-supporting.” 

Administrator Hopkins said that the 
rural rehabilitation program would in- 
clude means of helping tenants, or 
share-croppers, to become so_ self- 
sustaining they would not require the 
“furnishing” of necessities by land- 
lords, or landowners. 

If the plan is successful, Hopkins 
added. the share-croppers will become 
as self-sustaining as any other per- 
sons receiving benefit of the plan. 


FLORIDA TO BE DIVIDED 
FOR. RELIEF PURPOSES 

JACKSONVILLE, Flia., March 13. 
(?)—The Florida emergency relief ad- 
ministration tonight announced that 
for administrative purposes the state 
was being divided into ten regions, 
each to be under a regional admin- 
istrator. 

The new program, designed to sim- 
plify administrative procedure and 
cut costs, according to Julius F.

10,000,000 bales in the coming cot- 
ton year and levies a tax of per 
cent of the market value of cotton 
sold in excess of quotas allotted 
farmers. It also would be effective 
next year and may be continued for 
a third year by presidential proclama- 
tion. The president might abrogate 
it at any time. 
Jones Open Debate. 


Chairman Jones opened debate ‘to- 
day with the statement that the bill 
had been submitted to the cotton 
growers with the result that’ 95 per 
cent wanted it to-go along with the 
voluntary acreage reduction program 
while 5 per cent were “chiselers.” 

“Five per cent should not be al- 
lowed to dictate,” Jones said and then 
asked if the house wanted “liberty of 
racketeers” over those who were will- 
ing to curb production to help all per- 
sons in the south. 

“I don’t know whether it will work 
or not.” Jones said, referring to the 
bill. “Every safeguard has been taken. 
It can be suspended in a minute by 
the president. The south wants it. 

“We can try it. and if it doesn’t 
work, suspend it. If it does work, cun- 
tinue it. We have safeguarded the bill 
at every turn. ' 

MéF adden, republican, Pennsylvan- 
ia, said the bill was “dangerously” 
similar to a bill that was under prep- 
aration by Rexford G. Tugwell, as 
sistant secretary of agriculture, and 
Mordecai Ezekiel. economic advisor, 
to provide drastic regulation of all ag- 
ricultural commodity production, 

Bankhead interjected that neither 
“Dr. Tugwell nor Mr. Ezekiel had 
anything to do with this measure.” 

Charges Unconstitutionality, 

The ranking minority member of 
the agriculture committee, Hope. re- 
publican, Kansas, charged the bill was 
usconstitutional and that the proposed 
tax was a “subterfuge’’.and not a rev- 
enue proposition. 

Hope contended the bill committed 
the nation to a policy of compulsory 
control of all agricultural commudi- 
ties, and in addition gave the secre- 
tary of agriculture authority to tell 
farmers what they can not grow on 
land taken out of cotton production. 

Its enforcement is made impossible 
by its inequities, the Kansan said. ° 
- The prediction that the cotton grow- 
ing industry would be demoralized un- 
less the bill passed was made‘ by Kep- 
resentative Fulmer, democrat. South 
Carolina, who said, “We are doing 
for the southern farmer somethin 
that he is unable to do for himsel 
and may [ say that the compulsory 
limitation is something put into many 
NRA codes without protest.”

ROBINSON DEFENDS F. D. R. 
FOR ACTION ON AIR MAIL 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—(4)— 
A charge in the senate by Senator 
Robinson, republican, Indiana, that 
the president was responsible for the 
death of 10 army fliers who fell since 
the service began carrying the air mail 
was challenged vigorously today by 
his democratic namesake, Robinson, 
of Arkansas, who said “It is not just 
to denounce the president of — the 
United States as a murderer.” 

Other developments in the air mail 
situation that has caused administra- 
tion headaches were a trend toward 
modification of the postoffice depart- 
ment’s legislative proopsals and a re- 
quest of Secretary Dern that Charles 
A. Lindbergh, among others, serve on 
a committee to investigate the army's 
ability to carry the mail. 

The Indiana Robinson began the 
senate set-to—as he has a couple of 
times before—by asserting that scrap- 
ping the contracts held by private 
companies was a “tragic blunder” and 
that the White House was attempt- 
ing to shift the blame to the army. 

He said if the army fliers were 
sent to their death deliberately it was 
“legalized murder” and if inadver- 
tently, it was “manslaughter.” 

Up sprang Robinson, of Arkansas, 
the democratic leader, to assert vigor- 
ously that the president was justified 
in ordering the private contracts can- 
celled on the grounds of fraud and 
that Mr. Roosevelt assumed full re- 
sponsibility for his action. 

Meanwhile, the army’s mail planes, 
grounded after the series of fatalities, 
were still in their hangars. In anti- 
cipation, however, of word from che 
war department that the service was 
ready to resume again, postoffice au- 
thorities sent out schedules to army 
zone commanders in charge of the 
routes that will be the first to be tra- 
versed again. 

Unified Air Service Seen. 

During the debate, Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, predicted a unified air serv- 
ice would come out of the army’s ex- 
perience in flying the mail. 

While the senators shouted back 
and forth, congress received a report 
from Secretary Roper urging the grad- 
ual replacement of the policy of link- 
ing ship subsidies with the carrying 
of the mails by a method of granting 
outright subsidies to essential mer- 
chant marine services. 

During the day, W. W. Howes, 
first assistant postmaster general, 
and Harllee Branch, second assistant, 
testified before the senate and house 
postoffice committees, respectively. 

The attitdde of a majority of both 
committees was critical toward the ad- 
ministration bill. 

Some senate and house leaders ex- 
pect modifications of the reorganiza- 
tion provisions so companies which 
formerly held the contracts would be 
in a better position to bid on the new 
awards. 

In addition to Lindbergh, two other 
famous aviators, Orville Wright and 
Clarence D. Chamberlin, were asked 
to serve with a committee of army 
officers to determine the army's mail- 
carrying fitness. Chamberlin indicated 
he would accept. 

The appointment of the group fol- 
lowed a severe rebuke to the army by 
President Roosevelt and his demand 
that the succession of service fatali- 
ties while carrying the mail cease. 
Lindbergh was in Washington last 
week to confer with Dern. 

Fess Joins Attack. 

Before the senate debate concluded, 
Senator Fess, republican, Ohio, join- 
ed in with the declaration that the 
president “now admits he was wrongly 
advised as to the qualifications of the 
army fliers for carrying the mails.” 

Robinson, of Arkansas, said the 

resident’s motive was to promote an 
onest administration of the govern- 
ment.”

Plans for Return to Germany, 
Studied By Ex-Kaiser’sFamily 


DOORN, Holland, Mareh 13.—(?); 
The return of former Kaiser Wilhelm 
from his exile home to Germany was 
viewed as a possibility today follew- 
ing a Hohenzollern family ¢ouncil. 

Final difficulties confronting the 
royal family as a result of the German 
government’s ban on the export of 
money from Germany except in ex- 
change for goods were understood to 
be the main topic at the parley. 

Under the circumstances, it was 
said in circles close to the Kaiser’s 
household, his return to his native 
land after nearly 16 years of absence 
was not impossible. 

At the conference were Wilhelm. his 
wife, Princess Hermine; the former 
monarch’s two sons, Prince LEitel 
Frederick and Prince August Wil- 
helm and several generals, intimate 
advisers of the kaiser. 

Hitherto the Hohenzollerns have 
received incomes from various German 
sources, but it was reported that the 
Hitler regime is unwilling to make an 
exception in the money export ban in 
the case of Wilhelm.

kaiser and Hermine, his e, 
returned to Berlin to open a charity 
bazar. 

Monarchists have been busy in Ber- 
lin but talk of a possible Hohenzol- 
lern restoration was vigorously sup- 
p by nazis on the occasion re- 
cently of the former emperor’s seventy- 
fifth birthday.

CHAMBERLIN DEFENDS 
ARMY IN THE AIR 

NEW YORK, March 13.—\UP)— 
Defending the ability of army aviators 
to fly the mail, Clarence Chamberlin, 
today declared that commercial air 
lines lost proportionately as many 
lives during February as did the army 
in the mail service. 

Chamberlin, named a member of the 
committee to investigate. army mail 
flying. admitted that some accidents 
might have been avoided but that, gen- 
erally speaking, the army’s record had 
been good. The casualties, he said. 
were due mainly to the unusually bad 
flying weather which prevailed dur- 
ing the month. , 

“Naturally,” Chamberlin said, “the 
army's fighting ships are not mail 
ships. The army pilots have also been 
hampered by an economy program so 
extreme that it is often difficult tor 
officers to get in four hours monthly 
necessary for flying pay. Many re- 
serve fliers are unable to get into the 
air at all. 

“Commercial pilots are required to 
have 1,200 hours in the air as well 
as certain other qualifications. There 
is no reason in the world why any 
army pilot of similar background can- 
not fly the mails. Of the seven army 
pilots killed only two bad more than 
1,000 hours in the air,” 

Chamberlin said he believes the air 
mail should go back to private com- 
panies eventually.

Growers Want Longer Mar- 
keting Season Than in 
Past Years. 


ADEL, Ga., March 13.—(/)—Be- 
tween 40 and 50 million pounds of 
tdbacco is expected to be marketed in 
Georgia in 1934. 

Unofficial observers freely predict 
this tonnage, they say, after basing 
their estimates on prospects of simi- 
lar weather conditions prevailing as 
during the 1933 growing season and 
agreements of approximately 98 per 
cent of the growers to reduce their 
acreage by 30 per cent. 


On approximately 20 markets last 
year Georgia farmers sold about 60,- 
000,000 pounds. 

As this year’s tender little plants 
bre.k through carefully prepared beds, 
usually close to a small etream where 
tall pines protect them from. cold 
winds, farmers, warehousemen, mer- 
chants and bankers have started dis- 
cussions on the length of the’ 1934 
selling season. 

Last year the crop was sold dur- 
ing 30 sales days and in many in- 
stances protests were heard, the chief 
complaint being that the season was 
too short for proper marketing and 
caused too strenuous work on _ the 
growers. 

On the other hand it was learned 
that the larger tobacco manufaciur- 
ing companies were satisfied with the 
short selling season. Warehousemen 
also were quoted in some instances as 
favoring the skort season because of 
other business interests in other belts. 

Considerable pressure has _ been 
brought to bear on the subject of ex- 
tending the selling season at least 
two weeks, and the larger manufac- 
turers are said to be willing to the 
extension provided the number of 
markets are reduced. 

This would eliminate the smaller 
markets and here hangs the chief op- 
position. 

Towns where markets have been es- 
tablished do not want to give them 
up, and they are not going to do so 
if it can be helped. The merchants, 
bankers and investors in warehouse 
property are going to fight for their 
markets, because they have become 
accustomed to the heavy flow of 
money which comes with the cash 
money crop marketing. 

Proponents of the longer marketing 
term also contend that the enormous 
amount of tobacco placed on the ware- 
house floors daily causes blocked sales, 
which in turn, they say, is disadvan- 
tageous to the farmer who might not 
get his offering sold that day, and 
creates a congested condition on the 
floors. 

This condition is said to be a han- 
dicap to the buyers, who will not pay 
as high a price for the commodity 
as they would under more favorable 
conditions.

DAIRY CONTROL PLAN 
OFFERED FOR SOUT 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Mareh 13.— 
(P)—Ten recommendations for a fed- 
eral dairy control program were sub- 
mitted to a meeting of southern pro- 
ducers today by a committee of Ten- 
nessee dairymen. 

O. E. Van Cleave, commissioner of 
agriculture, spoke in explanation of 
the. and said that the dairy pro- 
gram “must raise the price to the 
producer 100 per cent.” 

Mr. Van Cleave declared that “any 
dairy program must benefit all the 
producers.” He told his listeners 
that “you have the misfortune of 
coming last to the federal banquet 
table,” but that “at last” it ap- 
pears a dairy control plan would be 
formulated. 

H. K. Ramsey, of Atlanta, repre- 
senting the Georgia department of 
agriculture, advocated a program em- 
bodying general control provisions 
with minimum wholesale and retail 
prices “to be fixed by the people in 
any particular area.” 

He said the dairy control plan was 
of particular interest to his state 
“because the dairy industry in Geor- 
gia produces practically as much cash 
as the cotton crop.” 

The following recommendations 
were submitted by the Tennessee com- 
mittee : 

1, That the agricultural adjust- 
ment administration reinstate’ the 
fundamental provisions of the orig- 
inal 13 milk marketing agreements 
and licenses, including the principle 
of giving local producer and distrib- 
uting groups the privilege of fixing 
local market prices. 

2. That the redistribution of cattle 
be opposed. (A redistribution plan 
was outlined, however, by which 
farmers make application to country 
crop control committees for cows.) 

3. That an increased government

fund be appropriated for disease con- 
trol in cattle. 

4, That the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture be represented on 
the board or body fixing local dairy 
produ¢ts prices. 

5. That dairymen receive higher 
prices to meet current costs of pro- 
duction. 

6. That dairymen “be placed with 
equal parity as the cotton, corn, 
wheat, tobacco, hog and rice farm- 
ers.” 

7. That the redistribution of “data” 
setting out the food value of milk 
products be approved. 

8. That any form of processing tax 
on dairy products be opposed. 

9. That national cow testing asso- 
ciations be formed. 

10. That the evaporated milk agree- 
ment be amended “to provide sub- 
stantially higher prices for fluid milk 
purchased by condenseries and evap- 
orated milk manufacturers and that 
the price schedule *be fixed so as to 
eliminate the paying of lower prices 
in the south than elsewhere.”

COHEN OFFERED 
HIGH PARTY POST 


Atlanta Publisher Asked 
To Become Treasurer of 
Democratic Committee. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—(/)— 
John S. Cohen, newspaper editor, for- 
mer senator, and a man familiar with 
the ways of politics, came to the cap- 
ital today to decide whether he would 
accept a place as treasurer of the dem- 
ocratie national committee. 

The Atlantan, who previously had 
rejected a post in the new adminini- 


stration, will, if he accepts, fill the 
position vacated several weeks ago by 
the resignation of Frank C. Walker 
to accept a government job. « 

Should he accept, Cohen would find 
his immediate task the work of rais- 
ing funds for the approaching con- 
gressional campaigns. The money bags 
of. the party are none too tightly 
stuffed. The ‘extent to which the 
committee will enter the campaigns 
remains tH} be made clear, but Chair- 
man Farley already has announced it 
would not participate in the local 
primaries, leaving each candidate to 
fight his own honte district intra-party 
battles. 

Farley said after a White House 
visit today that the decision had been 
reached to ask Cohen to serve. 
Committeewoman Quits U. 8S. Jeb. 

Shortly before this announcement, 
Mrs. Katherine Conner, democratic na- 
tional committeewoman for Ken- 
tuncky, resigned from a position in 
the federal emergency relief admin- 
istration. Mrs. Conner was the first 
national committee member to resign 
a government post rather than her par- 
ty position since the recent informal 
presidential edict that party officers 
should give up either their party con. 
nection or their federal job. 

The swiftly-changing party picture 
projected the national chairmanship 
of Farley sharply to the fore. White 
House officials have reiterated they 
expected Farley to step down from the 
national chairmanship and today were 
represented as casting about for some- 
one to take his place. 

Capitol Hill talk that Farley might 
prefer to resign as postmaster-gener- 
al—a discussion that was given im- 
petus in view of criticism of admin- 
istration action on the air mail sit- 
uation—has been flatly denied by Far- 


ey. 
Cohen’s Acceptance Doubtful. 

There was considerable doubt to- 
night whether Cohen would accept the 
treasurer's post. In some well-inform- 
ed circles it was said that Cohen had 
already refused the job but this could 
not be verified. 

As national committeeman for Geor- 
gia, the Atlanta man was active in be- 
half of Mr. Roosevelt during the 1932 
convention. His state lined up for 
Mr. Roosevelt early in the pre-cenven- 
tion campaign. 

Cohen was named to the senate to 
fill a vacancy at about the time the 
Roosevelt nomination boom took active 
form in April, 1932. After the con- 
vention he traveled extensively with 
the Roosevelt campaign train. 

Cohen has behind him a colorful 
career as a naval officer and a war 
correspondent. He was educated at 
the United States Naval Academy 
and served as a newspaper correspond- 
ent in the Spanish-American War. 

A long associstion with the Atlanta 
Journal, duriag which he progressed 
up through the editorial ranks, brought 
him in 1917 to the post of president 
and editor of the newspaper.

Rex En- 
right, Georgia’s backfield coach, 
thinks Bond learned a great deal in 
that game which should be valuable 
to him next fall. Georgia coaches hope 
Bond is as improved as they expect 
him to be next fall, for if he is he 
should cut quite a figure on the grid- 
iron, 

Coach Mehre, who was an all-star 
eenter on two of Knute Rockne’s 
great Notre Dame teams, will tell you 
without hesitation that John Me- 
Knight is the greatest center pros- 
pect he ever saw. It is seldom that a 
football coach praises one of his play- 
ers so highly, even when he is a great 
star, but Mehre evidently figures that 
McKnight deserves praise. 

The tall Toccoan, who towers well 
over six feet, did some great playing 
last fall, particularly against Tulane 
and Georgia Tech.

If McKnight can add 15 or 2 
pounds between now and next Sep- 
tember—well, Harry Mehre believes 
he will be right up there with Peter 
Pund and Bum Day, two other south- 
erners who were All-American cen- 
ters. 

Both Bond and McKnight want to 
add some weight, so they are planning 
on a trip to the state of Washington 
to work in-the wheat fields this sum- 
mer. A teammate gained 15 pounds 
that way last year and they hope to 
do likewise.

The male will then take charge of 
the nest, finish Incubation, raise the 
brood, and bring them to their first 
fall season. 

If you love the game, you will not 
take any part in summer shooting. 
We are not telling you that it is 
against the law. You already know 
that. If you are caught, you can 
expect prosecution.

Sammy, an Atlanta boy, first had 
ambitions of playing ball at Georgia 
Tech. He did enter that school, but 
was there only a couple of years be- 
fore leaving school to join the Crack- 
ers in 1911. John W. Heisman, the 
football coach, was president of the 
Atlanta club then and Otto Jordan 
was manager. 

Sammy was not eligible to play 
baseball at Tech, so he decided that 
he might as well turn pro for good. 
He was a bit green, however, and was 
farmed out to the Northeastern Ar- 
kansas league for more experience. 

LEAGUE BLOWS UP. 

That league blew up with a bang 
on the Fourth of July. along with the 
other explosions of the day. It was 
one of those “Fourth of July” leagues. 

Young Sammy was transferred to 
Fulton, Ky., in the Kitty league and 
helped that club to win a pennant. 
There he batted .400—the most he 
ever batted.

He Refused to Help. 
_ Neither, they said, did ae help 
finance the defense of Roger Touhy, 
Albert Kator and Gustave Schaefer, 
serving 99-year prison terms for the 
Factor kidnaping. 

_“Connors had a roll but he wouldn’t 
dig,” said Chief of Detectives William 
H. Shoemaker. “He wouldn’t dig up 
for the trial. He might have guessed 
what would happen.” 

Disguised with a long mustache 
that concealed a tell-tale birth mark, 
Connors’ body lay on a morgue slab 
for several hours before it was identi- 
fied. Then came Factor, the kidnap 
victim, who said, “that’s Connors. I 
know him.” 

Attempts had been made to dye Con- 
nor’s graying hair; he was 54 years 
old by police computation. The killers 
had torn laundry tags and other 
identification marks from his clothing. 
His silk underwear bore a $3.95 price 


tag. 
Identification Completed. 

The identification was made com- 
plete by Isaac Costner, Touhy gang- 
ster, who turned state’s witness, con- 
fessed his parts in the kidnaping and 
mail robbery, and pointed out Touhy, 
Schaefer, Kator and Banghart in 

“That’s ‘Ice,’” Costner said,

cury travels the most swiftly, and 
Pluto the most slowly in the rney 
around the sun. 

Pluto was discovered in 1930. Its 
average distance from the sun is be- 
lieved to be about 3,700,000,000 miles. 
To make its mighty trip around the 
sun, Pluto takes 249 of the years we 
count on earth! If a person lived 
on Pluto for 249 of the earth’s years, 
he would be only “one year old.” ac- 
cording to the time which might be 
kept there. Pluto is so far from the 
sun, however, that it does not get 
enough heat to sustain life such as we 
have on earth. 

Neptune takes 164 years to make 
a complete journey around the sun, 
and Uranus takes 84 years. Uranus 
travels faster than Neptune, and does 
not have such a long trip to make. 
Those two facts explain the difference 
in the number of “earth years.” Of 
course we must remember, in each 
case, that a year is the time it takes 
a planet to circle the sun, We use 
the earth’s year as a measure because 
it is something we know very well. 

Jupiter’s year is equal to almost 
12 of our years; and the year on 
Mars lasts “one year and 10 months.” 

Venus has a year of only seven 
and a half months by our time. 

Mercury, the swiftest-moving plan- 
et, goes around the sun four times 
—— the earth is making a single 
trip.

Violinist Milstein, in Debut Here, — 


Revealed as Outstanding Artist 


Nathan Milstein, Russian violinist, 
made his first appearance in Atlanta 
Tuesday night when the Atlanta Mu- 
sie Club presented him in the Atlanta 
Woman's Club auditorium as the last 
of the artist series of the club's pres- 
ent season, but his Georgia debut was 
decidedly one that will not be forgot- 
ten by the large assemblage of musi- 
cians und laymen who were fortunate 
enough to hear this young artist, who 
is unquestionably in the foremost 
ranks of his field. The audience's en- 
thusiasm mounted to loud and long 
acclaim, and so completely had Mil- 


stein swept them in the course of his 
intense artistry that they were re-| 
luctant to let him go. It was just | 
as though they had found something | 
they never before realized had existed, 
and they were so overjoyed with their 
discovery that their appreciation ran 
riot. 

Milstein’s playing offers a combi- 
nation that identifies him as a great 
artist, as a genius—there is emo- 
tional warmth, there is a vivid bril 
liance, there is a beauteous strength 
of tone, there is a remarkable depth 
of feeling, there is an innate artistic 
sensitiveness, and withal there is 
youth, vigor, freshness and adoration 
of his art reflected in his interpreta- | 
tions. And his physical tools are four | 
tremendously skillful fingers on his 
left hand, and a dexterous right bow- 
arm to afford a technique that is al- 
most unbelievable. 

The opening number’ was 
Corelli-Kreisler, played with 
gratifvingly fine classic style. This 
was followed by the “Adagio and Fu- 
gue,” from Bach’s “Sonata in G 
minor for violin alone,” a feat of 
violinistic skill that was most ade- 
quately met, the Fugue, especially, 
being a model of high art with its

The highlight of the program was | 
the rendition of Goldmark’s “Concerto | 
in A minor.” the three movements | 
clearly defining Milstein as a master | 
violinist. Three Paganini caprices for | 
violin alone, G minor, E flat major | 
and A minor, fascinated the audience | 
with their pyrotecnics, but the 
“Dance” from “La vida breve,”’ by de 
Falla. captivated the hearts of the 
listeners with its bewitching melodies 
and rhythms so cleverly defined in

Chopin’s “Nocturne” (posthumous), | 
was a marvel of delicate and lovely | 
tone poetry. A. dazzingly brilliant eli | 
max came in the “Polonaise in D ma- | 
jor,” Wieniawski. bringing one of the. 
most enjoyable concerts of the sea- | 
son to a grand finale. and incidental- | 
ly, bringing the entire artist season | 
in Atlanta to a dashing and dramatic |
